Chinese Women Heavy Receipts—Van 
tie Mark’s Nuuity—China Steamers 
Marine Disaster. 
S a n F r a n c i s c o , August 25.—The 
weather is clear and warm. 
Receipts at the Mechanics Institute, 
thus far, have amounted 
to over 
$25,000. 
The steamer John L. Stephens ar­ 
rived last night from Portland. 
No verdict has been reached yet in 
the LIoyd-Bell murder case, which 
went to the jury this morning. 
The flrst product of the American 
Quicksilver mine, Lake county, was 
brought to this city to-day—forty-five 
flasks, the product of six retorts work­ 
ing fifteen days. The mine was pur­ 
chased by George S. W right and 
others, four months ago. 
Twenty-two Chiu.ese women, pas­ 
sengers by the steamer Japan, were in 
the Fourth District Court to-day on a 
writ of habeas corpus, issued on the 
petition of a Chinaman, who alleged 
that they were illegally held by the 
Captain and other 
officers of the 
Japan. 
None of the counsel were 
ready to proceed, and a proposition 
was made to remand them to the cus­ 
tody of the Captain, but lie declined, 
saying that he produced the women 
in Court, and the Court could take 
care of them. 
Judge Morrison then 
ordered that the whole gang be taken 
to the County Jail till to-morrow. The 
women were terribly alarmed by this 
order when interpreted to them, and 
gave vent to their feelings by frantic 
yells and screams. They were placed 
in the Mayor’s office for a short time 
then removed to the County Jail. 
The British bark Achievement,from 
Astoria to Liverpool, put into port this 


afternoon in distress. 
On the 20th of 
July she encountered a gale which car­ 
ried away most of her spars and dis­ 
abled her crew. Three of the crew, 
Joseph Hughes, Manuel Joseph and 
John Blun, were washed overboard 
and drowned during the gale.

The Demands of the Future. 


The selection of municipal officers 
who shall adm inister the affairs of 
Los Angeles after the close of the 
present term, is a m atter absorbing 
considerable attention on the part of 
our citizens. There is much work to 
do, and those who assume the duty of 
looking after our municipal interests 
will undertake a task, the faithful per­ 
formance of which, will require the 
closest attention to business and the 
exercise of no ordinary business tact. 
The records and annals of the past 
afford no precedent or example which 
may serve as a guide and director of 
the new Councllmen and the new 
Mayor. The interests of the city de­ 
mand a new departure in the m unici­ 
pal programme. The increase in our 
population and the expansion of busi­ 
ness have been so great th at the old 
times rules and regulations will no 
longer meet the demand. The policy 
of avoiding indebtedness in the past 
has m et the approval of the tax pay­ 
ers, but the advantages to result from 
a close adherence to the same line of 
policy in the future m ay not present 
themselves so forcibly; and it is more 
than doubtful if a longer exercise of 
the economic principle will result in 
the ultim ate advancement of the 
city’s interests. The great question 
which we must solve is how to more 
carefully preserve and utilize our sup­ 
ply of water. W ithout water we shall 
soon change the aspect of the coun­ 
try into its original appearance. We 
know what we may accomplish with 
a limited supply of water, and from 
th at knowledge we can imagine what 
would result from an abundance of the 
article carefully used. If to secure the 
supply It is necessary to incur some 
expense, it will be to the interest of 
all that the work bo carried into effect 
as soon as possible. To plan and suc­ 
cessfully carry out the water-saving 
system, the Los Angeles Council 
should be composed of men of business 
sagacity and enterprise, presided over 
by a Mayor whose ideas are progres­ 
sive and who is capable of not only 
comprehending the city’s wants to­ 
day, but of looking forward and pre­ 
paring for the emergencies of the fu­ 
ture. 


Cheap Lands. 


General L a u r e n U p s o n returned 
yesterday from Sacramento and pro­ 
ceeded last evening to the San Jacinto 
property, a few miles from Spadra, 
but across the line in San Bernardino 
county. The General is also inter­ 
ested in the San Jacinto tin mines, in 
the same locality; but at present we 
propose to speak somewhat of the 
homestead association which lias been 
formed by gentlemen connected with 
the mine, for the purpose of placing 
the agricultural lands of the com­ 
pany within the reach of the farmer 
and home-seeker of small means. 
The association owns some 50,000 
acres of m ineral lands, but about 
8,000 acres of the tract are excellent 
farming lands. It is easily and thor­ 
oughly irrigated from the Santa Ana 
river. The area is almost a level 
valley, and the soil is exceedingly 
fertile and will produce an abundant 
crop ol small grain, besides growing 
all the semi-tropical fruits of Southern 
California. The valley is to be di­ 
vided into farms ranging in size from 
twenty to one hundred and sixty 
acres, as the purchaser may desire. 
The line of the Southern Pacific Rail­ 
road passes within about twelve miles 
of the tract. The slope of the land is 
about six l'eet from where the water 
will be taken from the river to the 
point where it will bo again restored, 
a fall just about sufficient for irriga­ 
ting purposes, and not so much as to 
wash in the rainy season. 


Y e s t e r d a y morning’s H e r a l d con­ 
tained a re-print item clipped from an 
exchange naming some charges in the 
Code. All day yesterday County Audit­ 
or G i l l e t t e poured over the amended 
Codes in search of a change mentioned 
which referred to his official duties. 
L utein the evening his feelings at­ 
tained a high altitude and in a mo­ 
ment of uugovemable vexation he sent 
a note to the editor of the H e r a l d 
informing him that he had discovereu 
amendments to the Code which did 
not exist. 
We are sorry for our friend 
G i l l e t t e and we regret the trouble 
we have unw ittingly caused him, but 
if he had been as much of a newspa­ 
per man as he undoubtedly is a law­ 
yer, he would have seen at a glance 
th at the item was a “re-print” for the 
statements of which we cannot be held 
responsible. 


T iie attack of our morning cotem­ 
porary on the Illustrated P ress pro­ 
ject seems to be nearly purposeless. 
It comes too late to defeat the object 
and something too early to announce 
its success. 
Mr. J o h n s o n has con­ 
ceived and is carrying into effect a gi­ 
gantic enterprise which only needs 
the prescience of success to add thou­ 
sands of industrious men and w'omen 
to the population of the Southern 
Coast counties. We believe the scheme 
will succeed and we have faith in the 
ultim ate good it will work to this por­ 
tion of the State. Our shrewdest busi­ 
ness men seem to entertain about the 
same opinion of Mr. J o h n s o n ’s enter­ 
prise. 


The oaks of Lake county being large, 
afford excellent material for the m an­ 
ufacture of staves. 


Our Postoffice. 


We have interviewed Postmaster 
B e n t and are much surprised to find 
that he is paying out of his own 
means for clerical help som ethingover 
one hundred dollars per month more 
than the Government allows him for 
such service. The Government do­ 
nates the fiist-class postoffice of Los 
Angeles the immense, the fabulous 
sutn of one thousand dollars per an­ 
num with which to pay its deputy 
postmasters. The sum is insufficient 
to secure the service of an efficient 
man, yet the business of the office re­ 
quires the labor of three or four clerks 
besides that of the Postmaster him ­ 
self. We are assured th at there has 
been a marked improvement in the 
accommodations 
of tiffs rostoffice 
within the past two years. 
Little or 
nothing more can be done in this di­ 
rection before the occupancy of the 
new 
Postoffice, 
which, it is ex­ 
pected, will be about the middle of 
November. The present quarters are 
very much crowded and it is only by 
the enforcement of the most rigid sys­ 
tem th at the immense business is 
transacted in an area so small. W hen 
the new building is completed the 
general delivering departm ent will be 
divided, another clerk added and a 
general increase of accommodations 
afforded. 


T i i e seeker after pleasant sights will 
be richly repaid for his trouble by 
stopping up on the hill by way of 
Temple street. The jet or fountain 
throwing water thirty feet high, from 
the m ain of Mr. B e a u d r y ’s water­ 
works, is a cool and refreshing picture 
which many of the croaker family 
have been predicting for years never 
would be seen in th at locality. It is 
scon, and the water is llowing all over 
the hill land. The experience of the 
past few weeks 
has 
done much 
to convince 
the people th at the 
irrigation and consequent cultivation 
of the high lands is practical and 
within the power and reach of those 
of the most moderate means. 


This thing is grow ing personal. A corres­ 
pondent coolly asks the editor of the H e r a ld 
lo take a retrospect of his own life, and see if 
it does not carry out th e tru th of Pope’s lines, 
th at fam iliarity w ith vice soon causes one to 
em brace it.—Express. 
An acquaintance of some years with 
the editor of the Express, during which 
we have never experienced the slight­ 
est desire to take him in our arms,con­ 
vinces us of the litter fallacy of P o p e ’s 
theory. 


How IVir. and Mrs. Dickens were Separated. 


Your readers may have heard of the 
grand am ateur performances given in 
1859 at the Free Trade Hall, Manches­ 
ter, in aid of the Douglas Jerald fund. 
Dickens, Collins, 
Shirley 
Brooks, 
Mark Lemon and m any other cele­ 
brated writers took part. The ladies’ 
characters were interpreted by pro­ 
fessional actresses. Among them was 
Miss FJlen Tem an. She was then a 
fresh, pleasant-lookinggirl—not espe­ 
cially pretty, hut possessing a good 
figure and an extremely agreeable 
manner. If ever the German poet's 
doctrine of elective affinities 
was 
proved to he true, it was when Dick­ 
ens and Miss Tem an met, It was evi­ 
dent to nearly all of us th at the two 
were m utually infatuated. Dickens 
was constantly at her‘side, though his 
manner was constantly guarded. Mrs. 
Dickens was with the party, but she 
did not appear to notice the intimacy. 
Very soon after these performances, 
Miss Tertian, at Dickens’ wish left the 
stage. 
His affection for her is said to 
have been’purely platonic, and I have 
never met any one who was disposed 
lo dispute this belief. But neverthe­ 
less, it was this intim acy which was 
the final cause of the rupture between 
Dickens and his wife. 
For many 
years prior to 1859, their m utual rela­ 
tions had been anything but happv, 
although 1 do not think th at Mrs. 
Dickens had previously had any well- 
grounded cause for jealousy. A short 
time after the party returned from 
Manchester, Mrs. Dickens went into 
a fashionable jeweler’s at the W est 
End, where she was in the habit of 
dealing, and was asked by one of the 
firm, who knew her well, how she 
liked her new bracelet. She said that 
she did not understand him, as she 
had not received any such article. 
The gentlem an then explained that it 
was one Mr. Dickens had ordered for 
his wife, with a likeness and some 
hair in it. This, of course, opened 
Mrs. Dickens’ eyes, and a separation 
speedily followed.—[London Corres­ 
pondence Arcadian.

Available Lands.

In an Act of Congress passed April 
5th 1872, Thomas Valentine received a 
grant of Government scrip for some 
thirteen thousand acres of land which 
could be located upon any public ter­ 
ritory not mineral or occupied by pre­ 
vious settlers. This grant was made 
upon certain conditions to be complied 
with by Valentine, the principal of 
which was the transfer by him to the 
Government of an old Spanish grant 
for which he held the title, and which 
was found to comprise the entire site 
of the city of San Jose. 
The condi­ 
tions were all complied with by Valen­ 
tine and in due form lie received the 
Government scrip. 
This land—thir­ 
teen thousand acres—is now in the 
market, and can be purchased at the 
rate of about ten dollars per acre. 
Thus far only three entries have been 
made of forty acres each, in the U. S. 
Land Office at this place. 
Doubtless 
more lias been located in other por­ 
tions of the State, but a large part of 
the grant must still remain intact. To 
many parties coming here for the pur­ 
pose of locating farms, this property 
may oiler superior Inducements. For 
desirable agricultural lands ten dollars 
an acre is reasonably cheap, and the 
title is well assured, so that there will 
never be disputes arising therefrom, 
as in many cases.
